The board argued that the shift 


would 
improve 
adm inistrative 
control, help avoid clerical errors, 
and avoid duplication of records. 


Cook said he would maintain the 
Lompoc operation as it has been for 
years, complete with all assessor 
services except for audit services 
Cook said he will also maintain his 
twice monthly visits to the Lompoc 
and Santa Maria offices where he 
makes himself available to the 
public.

Rebozo is certain to be asked 
about his handling of a $100.000 
contribution that billionaire recluse 
Howard Hughes made to Nixon’s 
1972 re-election campaign. 
According to the committee staff, 
the witness list also includes : 
—Robert A. Maheu, former head 
of Hughes’ Las Vegas empire, who 
said in a recent court deposition that 
Hughes wanted to make in 1967 and 
again in 1970 “ a million dollar 
payoff to a president of the United 
States.” 
—Richard Danner, manager of the 
Hughes-owned Sands Hotel in Las 
Vegas, who gave Rebozo the $100,000 
in two installments. 
—Thomas Wakefield, director of 
Rebozo’s bank in Key Biscayne, 
Fla., location of Nixon’s Florida 
home. 
—William 
Griffin, 
lawyer 
for 
industrialist 
Robert 
Abplanalp, 
another close friend of Nixon. 
—Jam es 
Coyle 
and 
Baddia 
Rashid, 
both 
identified 
by 
a 
com m ittee 
source 
as 
Justice 
Department 
attorneys 
who 
are 
expected to be asked about “ unusual 
happenings” in Hughes’ efforts to 
obtain the Dunes Hotel in Las 
Vegas.

something be done to stop the rising 
gasoline prices 
Jackson has suggested prices be 
rolled back and controlled so that 
increases be limited only to those 
justified by rising costs. Sen. Adlai 
E. Stevenson III, D-IU , said today 
he would introduce legislation to roll 
them back to Dec 1 levels. 
“ We have no problem in setting 
back the price so that it would be a 
reasonable level,” Simon said But 
he added that it could not be a level 
that would be uneconomic for the oil 
industry. 
Sen Charles Percy, R -III., said 
the price of propane, used for drying 
crops and heating rural and mobile 
homes, had risen by up to 300 per 
cent. 
Simon said he was considering 
new policy regulations to rollback 
the propane prices. 
Simon also told the committee 
that 
his 
office 
had 
received 
statistics indicating there had been 
“ some saving’ 
of energy as the 
result of putting the country on year- 
round daylight saving time 
Jackson asked if the price of crude 
oil could be rolled back to $7 per 
barrel. Simon said “ that can be 
accomplished,” but warned that 
Jackson’s proposed legislation could 


hurt the nation s smaller oil com­ 
panies.

Mission Hills utility rates may go even higher

The 
irate 
Mission 
Bills 
residents 
who attended 
Wednesday’s session of the public hearing on Lompoc 
Utility Services’ request for a 33 per cent rate increase 
should have come back the next day They may have left 
with a wrong impression — rates may double 


The two-day hearing was on an interim rate increase - 
meaning LUS wants to make enough money to meet its 
daily operating expenses. A full blown rate increase 
request will be made by LUS - meaning the sewer company 
wants to make a profit. 


The company's attorney, George C. Grover, mentioned 
the full rate increase in his closing statement yesterday at 
the Lompoc 
Public Library 
It means that further 
California Public Utilities Commission hearings will be 
held in Lompoc, maybe in six months to a year 


It also means, if the request is decided in LtJS's favor, the 
present sewer rates of Mission Hills residents may double 
The first day of this week’s hearing was witnessed by 
about 15 Mission Hills residents who voiced several 
complaints. 
Citing 
“ the peculiar condition of this 


company,’ they said that home buyers 12 years ago were 
guaranteed in writing they would not have to pay for sewer 
service after five years, while now they’re still paying and 
rnay have to pay more. 
Residents, they said, were charged a $15 deposit fee 
years ago when they moved in, but it has not been returned 
nor have they received interest on the money. 
A big complaint was lodged about the hazardous recessed 
manhole covers in Mission Hills streets which LUS fails to 
correct and even denies as their responsibility. 
The hearing's results will not be made public for at least 
a month 
It was the job of CPUC Examiner John R. 
(inlanders to hear all testimony and cross examinations 
and make a recommendation on the rate increase request 
to the commission 


LUS had the burden of proving their need while a staff of 
CPUC engineers and accountants, headed by a young 
lawyer, challenged the sewer company’s request Three 
important reports were submitted as evidence during the 
hearing 
One was submitted by LUS and prepared by Thomas M. 


Stetson Civil and Consulting Engineers Its purpose was to 


“ examine the operating revenues and expenses of LUS and 


to make a determination of the need, if any, for a rate 
increase ” 
The other two reports were submitted and prepared by 
the finance and accounts division and the utilities division 
of CPUC on the same subject 


The three reports agreed that LSU operated at an “ out of 
the pocket" loss during the past two fiscal years, though 
they disagreed on exact amounts Examiner Gillanders 
said during a recess that does not mean LUS needs a rate 
increase, however. 
It was revealed during the hearing that much of LUS’s 
financial problems are due to its poor handling of 
accounting books and records. 


At one point, Gillanders told the hearing that the sewer 
company’s “ lack of action ’ was partly responsible for the 
plight and now LUS wants the public to pay for it He was 
referring to the high property taxes LUS paid when it could 
have paid less (about $10,000 less) had it taken proper 
administrative action 


According to the Stetson report, (dated March 1973), LUS 
operated at a loss of $11,875 during the 1971-72 fiscal year 
and would operate at a $16.220 loss during the 1972-73 fiscal 
year, and recommended a $1.75 rate increase to break 
even. 
The 
report 
also 
recommended 
several 
“ special 
conditions," which people in the audience objected to. 
Those conditions included a $430 inclusion fee for new home 
sewer service, a deposit fee equal to two months billings, a 
six per cent penalty charge for bills not paid within 15 
days, and the right to discontinue service to customers who 
neglect to pay their bill for two consecutive months. 
The finance and accounts division report recommended a 
$1 25 a month rate increase while the utilities division 
report 
recommended 
against 
some of the special 
conditions 
The hearing brought out that not even counsel Grover is 
sure who owns the controlling interest in the private 


company It is known that MONY corporation holds the 


mortgage bonds on LUS and three other California sewer 
companies (“ managed in common") from a $2 million

which has given 
businesses a special cushion 
against tax hikes. 
"If there ever was a 
reason to protect these poor 
banks, 
poor corporations 
and 
poor 
insurance 
companies, there is none 
now,” Dunlap said in a floor 
speech. 
The measure now faces a 
dubious future in the Senate.

He won the heart lead with 


dummy's ace because he 
wanted to keep entries to his 
own hand. Then he led a club 
and finessed his jack West 
won w ith the queen and led a 
second heart to South's king 
Now South played out his 
king and queen of trumps; led 
a third trump to dummy's ace 
and played dummy’s last 
club. He then finessed his 10 
spot as a safety play to guard 
against the possibility that 
East held all missing clubs. 
South's contract was safe if 
the finesse lost. When it won 
he received the added bonus 
of shutting out East's ace of 
diamonds, since he was able 
to discard dummy's three 
diamonds and one heart on 
the good clubs. He made the 
last two tricks by ruffing his 
diamond and dummy's last 
heart.

The 
matter 
of 
scheduling 
becomes critical. Academic 
college courses (for which 
the student can earn college 
credit, but not be penalized 
if he flunks.) are offered at 
Cabrillo 
High 
School 
beginning at 7:55 a m. on 
Monday, 
Wednesday 
and 
Friday. Dance classes are 
in 
the 
afternoons 
on 
Tuesday and Thursday. 
The genesis of all this is 
not entirely clear, but there 
are 
some 
ready 
explanations 
that 
sound 
logical. 
For 
example 
Thompson says 
he was 
faced with the problem of 
how to make the senior year 
more meaningful for the 
advanced student. 
“ They 
would have met most of 
their 
graduation 
requirements 
and 
then 
would 
take 
‘interest’ 
electives to fill out their 
scheduling.” 
Then 
along 
came the joint program 
with 
Hancock 
and 
the 
possibility of making free 
time 
more 
educationally 
profitable than with the 
merely cosmetic elective. 
The interest shown by the 
student 
has 
proved 
gratifying 
for 
Thompson 
and if it continues, will 
result in even more variety 
in the courses offered 
State laws make it all 
possible 
by 
reimbursing 
Hancock on an average 
daily 
attendance 
(ADA) 
basis for all seniors enrolled 
in the college program. 
There 
is some 
rather 
interesting precedent for all 
this. Pasadena City College 
and the Pasadena schools 
combined the senior year of 
high 
school 
with 
the 
freshman year of college in 
an experiment that began a 
generation ago. 
The possibilities on the 
local level are enormous. 
Basically 
the 
advanced 
student can get a foot up on 
his college career; 
and 
conceivably other students 
can find new meaning in 
education by a chance dip 
into the college scene at an 
earlier 
point 
than 
was 
possible before.

Maybe a break 


Procrastination is the thief of time, and 


in the case of taxes, money as well. So is 
unawareness of the law 
A good many 
California homeowners found this out 
when they failed to file their homeowner s 
exemption claim s by the April 15, 1973 
deadline. 
With the exemption for the average 
homeowner now worth $210, this was quite 
a financial blow. Some who lost out simply 
forgot the deadline; some didn’t even 
receive a claim form from the assessor. 
If, however, a kindly legislature and 
governor finally make Assembly bill 198 
the law of the state, this human error — at 
both ends of the line — will be deprived of

much of its sting. The bill provides a 
second chance for those who miss the 
regular exemption claim deadline. As is 
the case in several other property tax 
exemption laws, such tardy homeowners 
would be allowed 90 per cent of their 
exemption if their claim is finally filed 
before the lien date of the following year. 


Not that the new second chance, with its 
10 per cent penalty, should be an incentive 
to procrastination. Any more than what a 
good many California state income tax 
payers are saying is a lack of any mention 
on form 540 of the legal final date for filing 
their 1973 personal tax returns. April 15 is 
still the day of reckoning. 


Defense spending 


WASHINGTON - Get ready for a 


shock The rumor on Capitol Hill is 
that the defense budget for fiscal 


year 1975 will 
be $93 billion. This 
will be up from the actual spending 
for the current year of $79 billion. 


That is a startling 
m easure 
of 
the 
inflation 
that 
is 
spiralling 
upward 
so fast. For the $93 
billion, if that is the 
figure unveiled in 
co m in g 
w e e k s, 
includes 
no 
new 
developm ents. 
It 
covers 
only 
on­ 
going 
p ro g ram s. 
The increase is due 
largely to inflation­ 
ary price rises and 
to pay increases. 


An appraisal by the Congressional 
Joint Economic Committee put the 
total for ’75 at $86 billion. But this 
did 
not 
include 
possible 
new 
obligational authority of $5 billion to 
$6 billion which may be included in 
the budget request. 
The Departm ent of Defense is 
expected to come in shortly with a 
supplemental request of $2.3 billion. 
That would go in part for aid to 
Israel and South Vietnam. It is also 
to 
upgrade 
strategic 
readiness 
which was revealed by the Middle 
East alert as lagging. 
But this is only part of the shock to 
come. The likelihood is for massive 
new weapons systems that will cost 
many additional billions of dollars. 
That can be surmised from the 
delphic utterances of Secretary of 
Defense Jam es R. Schlesinger about 
“ retargeting’’ of Am erica’s nuclear 
striking force.

of

n u c le a r 
weaponeers, this signifies a whole 


new nuclear strategy that has thus 
far been 
only 
dimly 
perceived 


outside the small circle of those who 
determine these m atters. It would 
be 
hard 
to 
ex ag g erate 
the 
portentous nature of this change for 
it means a shift from 
mutual 
deterrence to a counterforce. 
Retargeted ICMB missiles would 


be capable, in theory at least, of 
knocking out Soviet silos rather than 
destroying Soviet cities in response 
to a nuclear attack on the United 
States. This opens the way to a 
“ nuclear 
attack 
on 
the 
United 
States. This opens the way to a 
“ nuclear war fighting capability,” 
as the war planners call it, rather 
than deterrence which has kept the 
peace for 20 years. 


Even if retargeting could assure 
that m ilitary targets would be hit, 
and this is far from certain, there is 
no 
assurance 
that 
a 
nuclear 
exchange 
would 
not 
go on 
to 
destruction of the cities of each side. 
And the Soviet Union would have 
reason 
to 
believe 
th at 
the 
counterforce 
coming 
into 
being 
might 
well be a 
first strike 
capability. Thus, the whole nuclear 
structure would be shaken to its 
foundations 
with 
consequences 
impossible to foresee. 


With retargeting requiring a vast 
array of 
new 
nuclear weapons 
costing 
billions 
of 
dollars, 
the 
prospect for any agreem ent out of 
SALT II which resum es in Geneva 


at the end of the month are dimming 
to the vanishing point. 


It has long been true that what one 
side gets the other side is sure to 
strive for and so the see saw goes 
onward and upward. 


A strange commentary is how 
little any of this gets through to the 
public. One reason may be that 
minds are closed to what seems 
beyond the comprehension of the 
average person and so fearful in its 
meaning that the only recourse is to 
shut it out. So Schlesinger and the 
top level weaponeers have the field 


to themselves. As the New York 
Times put it in a powerful editorial: 
“ The strategy of deterrence has 
preserved the world from nuclear 
holocaust 
for 
two 
decades. 
Upleasant as it is to live under the 
nuclear sword of Damocles, the 


wisdom of trading it in for this 
dangerous new doctrine is highly 
doubtful and surely deserves more 
national debate than it has yet 
received.” 
But one thing the average citizen 
does understand and that is the 
rapidly rising cost of everything 


from a gallon of gasoline to a loaf of 
b re a d . 
W hile 
th e 
D e fe n se 
Departm ent has reduced its fuel 
needs, 
a 
spokesm an 
recently 
testified that the Pentagon’s fuel bill 
would go up this year between $750 
million and $1 
billion. 
Military 
inflation 
across 
the 
board 
is 
contributing to the cost squeeze that 
hits every household budget. 
Can this go on into the indefinite 
future? No one in the administration 
up to this point has an answer. A 
great deal of hand wringing goes on 
as each month’s figures show the 
spiral up once again. 
Big m ilitary spending is sure to be 
another kicker.

Paradoxically

There are too many laws on the 
books which have nothing to do with 
protecting the public health and

Sanctimonius.” 
Any 
psychiatrist 
knows such people are motivated by 
a feeling of insecurity, a need to 
prove they are better than the rest. 
And woe unto anyone who dares 
challenge them. 


In 
a 
s o c i e t y 
w h i c h 
is 
d em o n stratin g 
an 
increasing 
disrespect for the law, there is an 
urgent need for review of such laws. 
Those found not to be protective of 
the public health and safety should 
be discarded. 


Among those in need of a new look 
is the so-called “drunk driving” law. 
There is no quarrel with the concept 
that says one should be punished for 
driving an automobile recklessly 
and causing an injury to another. 
That goes whether a person drinks 
or never took a drink in his life. To 
the 
dead 
victim 
it 
makes 
no 
difference. 
Where the law goes askew is the 
presumption that one who has had a 
drink “ m ight” injure someone. The 
law does not say that one must be 
drunk, cause an accident, or even 
violate a traffic law to be arrested. 
It is merely being 
“ under the 
«influence.” 
This has 
now 
been 
established as a m atter of law, not 
as a scientific fact, as one having 
a minescule blood alcohol content. 
Sure, the advocates will recite 
s ta tis tic s 
to 
rep resen t 
that 
accidents are caused only by those 
who have been drinking. A favorite 
is that 50 per cent of fatalities 
involve 
people 
who 
have 
been 
drinking. 
That may or may not be so but it 
wouldn’t be all that surprising in 
view of the fact that better than 90 
per cent of the population, excluding 
the very young, do partake. What is 
glaringly 
not disclosed 
in such 
figures is who was the victim. Often 
it is the fellow who imbibed who 
gets hit by an inept or careless 
teatotaler. And, usually, the fellow 
with the beer gets arrested while the 
one at fault goes scot free. 
If everyone who drives, after 
having had a drink, was to be thrown 
in the slam m er at the same time, 


there would be few police to arrest, 
district 
attorneys 
to 
prosecute, 
judges to sentence, lawmakers to 
make such laws, or self righteous to 
condemn, left at liberty. 


There is a place for Psalm singers 
and a place for Psalm s. But the 
morals and dogma of the various 
religions should not be written into 
society’s laws. The authority for 
that view is to be found in the 
Constitution of the United States.
